San Bernardino, Cal., Oct. 18.— Pres 
ident Taft bade adieu to California 
and his special train started on a thir

T hu rsd ay m orning. His first scheduled 
stop Is at Ogden, Utah.

Dr. Joseph Bell, the distinguished 
Scottish surgeon who died recently, 
w as reputed to be the original of 
the detective c ha racter of Sherlock 
Holmes. 
H e w as seventy-four years 
old. and his life hobby w as the study 
of m ysterious crimes. 
Dr. Bell w as one of Sir A. Couau 
Doyle’s Instructors a t the U niversity 
of Edinburgh, w here the novelist was 
educated in the early eighties. 
H e 
had a singular genius for noting de­ 
tails and of form ing a chain of circum 
stantial evidence from them , which 
gave Conan Doyle his first suggestion 
of his now fam ous character, 
A theory which Dr. Bell constantly 
advanced w as tha t any really good 
doctor ought to be able to tell before 
a patien t fairly sat dow n ju s t about 
w ha t w as the m a tte r w ith him or her. 
W ith women especially he could fre­ 
quently tell w hat they were going to 
complain about before they had u t­ 
tered a sound. 
H e constantly Im press­ 
ed 
on 
his 
stu d en ts—Conan 
Doyle 
am ong them —the vast Im portance of 
seem ing trifles. 
“Tim g reat m ajority of people of in- j 
c lie n ts an d of cases.” he once told Ills 
class, 
“resem ble each other in 
the 
m ain and larger features. 
Most men j 
have apiece a 
head, 
tw o arm s, a I 
mouth, a nose and n certain n um ber of 
teeth. 
B ut it is the droop of *n eye- j 
lid or w ha t not w hich differentiates 
men.” 


Dr. Bell’s Reasonsing. 
Dr. Bell would Illustrate to his class 
his mode of procedure by giving one 
| or tw o instances to prove the success­ 
ful application of his theory. 
These 
instances were strongly suggestive of 
the m ethods which Sherlock Ilolm es 
I was later described as employing. 
“Once.” be said, “a m an w alked Into | 
j the room w here I w as instructing stu- | 
dents, and his case seem ed to be a very 
j sim ple one. 
I w as talkiug about w hat 
j w as w rong w ith him. 
‘Of course, gen* 
I tlem eu.’ I happened to say. ‘he has 
I been a soldier in a highland regim ent 
i and probably a bandsm an.’ 
I pointed 
out the sw agger in bis walk suggestive 
of the piper, while his shortness told 
me thn t if he had been a soldier he 
had probably been a bandsm an, 
in 
fact, he bad the whole appearance of 
a m an in one of the highland regi- 
j ments. 
T he m an turned out to L>e 
I nothing but a shoem aker and had nev­ 
er been In the arm y in bis life. 
This 
w as ra the r a floorer; but. being abso- 
! lutely certain I w as right and seeing 
! som ething w as up. I did a pretty cool 
: thing.

diagnosis and was never tired of tr y­ 
ing to discover nil these little details 
one looks for. 1 recollect tha t he was 
once m uch am used when u patient 
w alked in and sat down 
‘Good m orn­ 
ing. Put,’ I said, for It was impossible 
not to see tbu t the patient was uu 
Irishm an. ‘Good morning, your honor,’ 
he answ ered. 
‘Did you like your walk 
o v e r the links today us you cam e in 
from the south side of the town?* 1 
asked. ‘Yes.’ said Pat. ’Did your ho no r 
see m e?’ Well. Connn Doyle could not 
see how I knew that, absurdly simple 
as It was. On a show ery day. such as 
It had been, the reddish clay 
at the 
Imre parts of the links adheres to the 
boot, and a tiny part is bound to re 
main. T here is no such clay anyw here 
else around the town for miles. This 
and one or two similar instances ex­ 
cited Doyle’s keenest interest and set 
him experim enting himself, with very 
brilliant results, as you know .”

Ile was seventy-four years 
old, and his life hobby was the study 
of mysterious crimes. 
Dr. Bell was one of Sir A. Connu I 
Doyle’s instructors at the University 
of Edinburgh, where the novelist was 
educated in the early eighties. 
Ile 
had a singular genius for noting de­ 
tails and of forming a chain of circum 
stantial evidence from them, which 
gave Conan Doyle his first suggestion 
of his now famous character. 
A theory which Dr. Bell constantly 
advanced was that any really good 
doctor ought to be able to tell before 
a patient fairly sat down just about 
what was the m atter w ith him or her. 
W ith women especially he could fre­ 
quently tell what they were going to 
complain about before they had ut­ 
tered a sound. 
H e constantly impress­ 
ed 
on 
his 
students—Conan 
Doyle 
among them—the vast importance of 
seeming trifles. 
"Tho great m ajority of people of in­ 
cidents and of cases,” he once told his 
class, 
"resemble each other in 
the 
main and larger feature?. 
Most men 
have apiece a 
head, 
two arms. a 
mouth, a nose and a certain number of 
teeth.

AN ECCENTRIC BUTCHER. 


Hi* Bills Were Queer, and So Wore 
His Eating and Praying. 
In 1729 there dltMl a t Romford, in 
Essex, England, a well known butcher 
of th a t town nam ed Wilson. 
Mr. Wil­ 
son, it appears, was notable for bls in­ 
tegrity in business aud for the g en ­ 
tleness of his m a n n e r s - two qualities 
which, perhaps, would scarcely have 
entitled bim to the notice of posterity 
had be not also exhibited a remarkab le 
addiction to psalmody, extraordinary 
proficiency in penmanship a n d a high­ 
ly peculiar m a n n e r of eating bls din­ 
ner. 
Such bu tc her’s bills as be sent to bls 
customers had never been seen before 
and have never been seen since. They 
were all exquisitely written 
by his 
own hand, but the top line would be. 
perhaps, in G e rm a n text, the second in 
Roman letters, simulating th e finest 
print; beef would be in one style of 
writing, mutton In another, lamb In a 
third, while each of these kinds of 
meat would be still fu r th e r distinguish­ 
ed by a different color of Ink. 
He w as a g reat friend to the church, 
observing all its ordinances and a tri­ 
fle more.

Tons Next Year—Northern Pa­ 
cific Getting Busy 


From the opening of the season of 
navigation to the present time, I 25,- 
300 tons of iron ore have been shipped 
from the Soo line ore 
dock on St. 
Louis Bay, at Superior, Wis. 
All of the ore shipped from the Soo 
dock is from the 
Kennedy mine. 
owned and operated by the Rogers, 
Brown Ore Co., of which ll. J. Kruse 
is the superintendent. 
Next season 
there will be a large number of new 
mines shipping ore over the Soo and 
the movement for the season is esti­ 
mated to be at least 500,000 tons. 
Among the new mines shipping 
will be the Armour No. I, the Ar­ 
mour No. 2, the Thompson mine, the 
Cuyuna Mille Iron Co. mine in sec­ 
tion 3-46-29, the Carlson Exploration 
Co. mine in section 17-4 6-29 and pos­ 
sibly others. 
The Northern Pacific railway will 
also be shipping ore by next season, 
according to the latest information 
from the Cuyuna range. 
The N orth­ 
ern Pacific railway, it is reported. 
has let a contract for the construc­
